Huge  sewer  through  OMI? 


A  20  to  50-foot  sewer 
running  east  and  west  20  feet 
underground  through  the 
OMI  may  be  part  of  the  final 
plan  for  the  $1.5  billion  San 
Francisco  Wastewater 
Management  Program. 

Not  identified  in  the 
materials  now  being 
distributed  by  the 
Wastewater  Management 
Program,  the  huge  “cross¬ 
town  transfer”  pipe, 
possibly  as  big  as  the  one 
planned  down  the  Great 


Highway  in  the  Sunset 
District,  would  transport 
treated  sewage  to  the  ocean 
from  the  proposed  Southeast 
treatment  plant  in  the 
Bayview  District.  In 
addition,  as  many  as  three 
16-inch  “forced  sludge 
mains”  would  run  from  the 
proposed  Richmond-Sunset 
Control  Plant  near  the  zoo  to 
the  Bayview  plant. 

Now  the  questions  are: 
where  are  these  systems 
going, to  go?  and  how  will  the 


community  be  disrupted  if 
such  construction  takes 
place? 

A  cost,  engineering  and 
environmental  impact  study 
for  this  cross-town  line  may 
begin  this  summer, 
according  to  Linda  Ferbert, 
the  Community  Liaison 
Coordinator  for  the 
program. 

“I  want  to  stress  that  no 
decision  has  been  made  as  to 
when,  where  or  even  if  it  is 
going  to  be  built,”  said 


Ferbert.  “This  is  all  quite  a 
way  off  and  it  is  all  going  to 
be  evaluated  through  a 
number  of  studies.  No 
decision  will  made  without  a 
series  of  public  hearings.” 

But  even  at  this  point, 
Henry  Jefferson,  the  OMI- 
CA  representative  on  the 
Mayor’s  Wastewater 
Management  Committee  has 
reservations  about  the 
project,  which  may  take  up 
to  ten  years  to  complete  and 
will  leave  the  city  with  an 


obligation  of  at  least  $300 
million. 

“The  public  is  going  to  have 
to  watch  this  thing  as  it 
develops, ”he  said. 
“Otherwise  they  are  going  to 
have  something  come  up  on 
them  and  they  won’t  have 
any  idea  how  it  got  there. 

“There’s  a  lot  of  politics 
being  played  with  this  whole 
thing.  The  city  has  yet  to 
comeup  with  an  overall 
master  plan  as  to  how 
they’re  going  to  pay  for  and 
maintain  the  project.” 
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Housing  rehabilitation  plan  proposed 


A  second  public  meeting 
concerning  a  proposed 
housing  rehabilitation 
project  for  the  Ingleside 
District  will  be  held 
tommorrow  night  at  the  St. 
Emydius  library  at  255  Jules 
Ave. 

The  initial  target  area  for 
the  project,  which  would  be 
strictly  voluntary  and  would 
not  require  mandatory  code 
enforcement,  is  bounded  by 
Ocean  Avenue  on  the  north, 
Lee  Avenue  on  the  east, 
Lakeview  Avenue  on  the 
south,  and  Ashton  Avenue  on 
the  west.  Approximately 
1400  dwellings  are  in  the 
area. 

Backed  by  the  State  of 
California  Housing  Finance 
Agency,  the  City  Planning 
Department,  and  the 
Housing  Conservation 
Institute  (HCI),  the  project 
would  provide  low-interest 
loans  (approximately  7i/2%) 
for  home  improvements, 
refinancing  or  purchase  of  a 
home  by  an  owner/occupant. 

Income  limits  for 
eligibility  would  be  based  on 
120%  of  median  family 


income  as  defined  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development. 
Under  these  ceilings  a 

family  of  three  could  earn 
$19,500  per  year;  a  family  of 
four  could  earn  $22,000. 

It  is  estimated  that  up  to 
65%  of  the  occupants  of  the 
target  area  could  qualify  for

the  program,  which  could 
run  for  a  two  to  three  year 
period  and  could  be 
under  way  by  early  summer. 

Representatives  from  the 
State  Housing  Finance 
Agency,  City  Planning  and 
HCI  were  at  a  public 
meeting  F eb.  5  sponsored  by 
the  OMI-CA  to  answer 
questions  about  the  proposed 
project. 

Nat  Taylor  of  City 
Planning  said  that  the  city 
was  backing  the  project  in 
response  to  a  request  by  the 
OMI-CA  for  a  low-cost 
rehabilitation  program  for 
the  OMI.  He  said  no  federal 
or  other  state  rehabilitation 
program  was  likely  to  be 
available  to  the  area  in  the 
near  future. 

As  to  why  the  Ingleside 
District  had  been  chosen  as 
the  initial  target  area, 
Taylor  said  that  on  the  basis 
of  data  studied,  it  was 
decided  that  the  Ingleside 
was  best  suited  for  the 
program,  which  calls  for 
high  home  ownership, 
income  levels  within  the

“We  need  a  light  pole, 
picnic  tables  and  benches, 
outdoor  cooking  facilities, 
trash  receptacles,  shrubbery 
and  building  blocks  for  a 
secure  barrier  along 
Brotherhood  Way  before  we 
can  proceed,”  Lawson  said. 
A  basketball  court  has 
already  been  blacktopped 
and  some  trees  have  been 
planted  at  the  site. 

“In  addition,  we’ve  asked 
for  38  trash  receptacles  to  be 
installed  along  Ocean  Ave., 
Broad  St.  and  Randolph  St.,” 
he  said. 


Tom  Smith,  president  of 
Southwest  Neighborhood 
Improvement  Group,  has 
been  granted  $12,000  from 
Bicentennial  funds  toward 
construction  of  a  portable 
skating  rink  at  Ocean  View 
Recreation  Center.  But  he  is 
seeking  $53,000  more  for  the 
project. 

“We’ve  had  full 
cooperation  from  the  Ocean 
View  people  and  we’ve 
appealed  to  Rec/Park  for 
aid,”  Smith  said.  “This 
would  be  the  only  roller  rink 
in  the  city.  We  plan  a 
package  deal  of  skate  rental 
and  use  of  the  rink  for  $1.25 
on  two  nights  a  week. 
Portable  floors  are  a  reality 
—  there’s  one  in  South  San 
Francisco.  Ocean  View  is 
accessible;  a  rink  here 
would  be  a  recreation  boon 
to  local  youngsters.”

Rehabililafion  project:

Like  so  many  federal-  or  state-involved  programs,  it  could 
turn  into  another  “can  of  worms,”  with  the  overall  benefits 
going  to  the  people  least  in  need  and  least,  theoretically, 
intended  for  the  project. 

In  this  case  speculators  and  “paper”  landlords  may  be  the 
beneficiaries.  If  this  were  to  occur,  the  project  could  have  the 
overall  effect  of  decreasing  the  percentage  of 
homeowner/occupants.  We  would  view  this  as  detrimental  to 
the  area. 

The  OMI-CA  would  like  to  have  the  opinions  of  a  majority 
of  the  owner/occupants  in  the  Ingleside  District  before 
endorsing  the  project.  We  need  to  hear  from  you,  either  in 
your  attendance  at  the  7:30  p.m.  meeting  tonight  at  St. 
Emydius  or  by  a  call  or  letter  to  the  OMI-CA  office. 

Approval  of  this  project  could  have  far-reaching 
ramifications  for  the  OMI.

Two  green  iguanas,  male 
and  female,  move  slowly 
about  a  glass  enclosure 
against  the  front  window. 
Tarantulas  in  glass  jars  line 
the  shelves;  and  about  two 
dozen  snakes,  ranging  from 
a  small  garter  snake  to  a  40- 
pound  Boa  Constrictor,  are 
housed  in  separate 
compartments. 


Formerly  a  veterinary 
assistant,  he  says  that  the 
shop  is  basically  “a  hobby 
that  pays  the  bills.”  Much  of 
their  business  comes  from  a 
sort  of  “clan”  of  reptile  pet 
owners  in  the  Bay  Area. 

One  of  his  main  interests  is 
to  help  eliminate  the  fears 
that,  most  people  feel  toward 
reptiles.  He  regularly  packs

up  a  Green  Iguana,  a  Boa 
Constrictor,  some  other 
snakes,  some  lizards  and 
tarantulas  and  heads  for  a 
school  classroom. 


Sound  like  a  visit  to  the 
laboratory  of  a  mad 
zoologist?  Not  really.  The 
scene  described  above  is  San 
Francisco  Reptilia  on  Ocean 
Avenue,  one  of  only  a  few 
shops  in  the  Bay  Area 
specializing  in  the  sale  of 
reptiles. 

Owners  Rick  Swiatly  and 
Roy  Treas  moved  to  Ocean 
Avenue  about  nine  months 
ago  from  their  former 
location  in  the  Richmond 
District. 

Swiatly,  26,  who  came  to 
California  from  Chicago 
about  nine  years  ago  for  a 
two-week  vacation  and  has 
never  been  back,  says  he’s 
an  “animal  freak  from  way 
back.” 


“I  go  for  young  kids 
because  childhood  is  when 
they  build  their  fears,”  he 
says.  “I’ve  gone  to  a  school 
and  had  some  kid  go 
“aaaghh”  when  he  sees  the 
animals,  but  by  the  time  I 
leave  he  will  be  holding  all  of 
them.  The  big  snake  and  the 
tarantulas  are  the  kids’ 
favorites.” 

One  myth  that  is  difficult 
to  overcome,  he  says,  is  that 
the  Mexican  Red-legged 
Tarantulas  are  harmful. 
These  animals  are  his

biggest  selling  item  right 
now. 

“They’re  great 

conversation  pieces,”  he 
says.  “I’ve  never  seen  one 
bite  but  if  it  did  it  would  be 
like  a  bee  sting,  that’s  all.” 
But  he  adds  that  they  will 
attack  other  animals. 

“Spiders  are  loners.  They 
can’t  be  put  with  anything 
because  they’ll  eat  them,” 
he  says. 

Another  unusual  pet  store 
in  the  OMI  is  the  Black 
Coral,  at  109  Sagamore, 
which  is  the  only  black- 
owned  and  operated  tropical 
and  marine  fish  shop  in  the 
Bay  Area. 

Owners  James  Mitchell 
and  Harold  Harris  both  grew 
up  in  the  OMI  and  graduated 
from  Balboa  High  School. 
Mitchell,  too,  says  he 
considers  the  business  the 
outgrowth  of  a  hobby. 

Adjoining  the  main  room 
of  the  shop  with  tanks  as 
large  as  240  gallons  and  a  full 
line  of  fish  and  aquarium 
supplies,  is  the  Fish  Room 
with  a  hand-painted  mural 
on  the  walls  of  the  room 
lighted  only  by  the 
illuminated  fish  tanks.  With 
soft  music  in  the 
background,  customers  are 
invited  to  view  the  several 
dozen  varieties  of  fish, 
ranging  from  the  tiny  neon 
tetras  to  the  large  “Red 
Devils.”  There  are  Bala 
Sharks,  graceful  Arowanas 
and  the  beautiful  spotted 
Pimelodellas. 

On  each  tank  is  a 
description  of  the  origin  and 
habitat  of  each  variety  of 
fish  and  instructions  for 
their  proper  care. 

“Most  of  the  people  who 
come  to  us  know  how  to  care 


for  the  fish,”  says  Mitchell, 
“but  we’re  always  willing  to 
teach  people  how  to 
maintain  an  aquarium  and 
take  care  offish.” 

As  a  special  service  to 
regular  customers,  someone 
from  Black  Coral  will  come 
out  to  inspect  home 
aquariums  or  try  to  help 
with  some  problem  that 
can’t  be  taken  care  of  at  the 
shop. 

Complementing  the 
specialized  shops  of  Black 
Coral  and  San  Francisco 
Reptilia  is  Ocean  Avenue’s 
Crown  Pet  Shop,  which 
offers  the  most  complete 
array  of  pet  supplies  and 
services  in  the  OMI. 

The  shoplady,  Ann,  says 
that  kids  are  her  best 
customers. 

“We  get  a  lot  of  questions 
asked  all  the  time,”  she 
says.  “We  take  our  time  with 
the  children,  show  them 
things  in  the  books  and 
explain  things  to  them.” 

Another  important  part  of 
her  business  is  to  serve  pet- 
loving  adults. 

“To  some  people  their  pets 
are  as  important  as  their 
children,”  she  says.  “I  think 
some  people  would  go 
without  to  feed  their  pets.” 

In  addition  to  parakeets 
and  canaries,  tropical  fish, 
tarantulas,  and  othei  pets 
for  sale,  the  shop  stocks  a 
complete  line  of  pet  supplies 
and  accessories,  including  a 
special  car  seat  for  a  dog  or 
cat.

for  all  animals  other  than 
dogs  are  also  available.

We  especially  need  to 
know  (1)  Who  owned  the 
Ingleside  Race  Track 
property  before  the  track 
was  built?  (2)  Who  was  Mrs. 
Mary  Winchester  “The 
Mother  of  the  Ingleside?" 
Where  did  she  live?  (3) 
Which  house  did  Joseph 
Leonard  build?  (4)  Was 
there  a  farm  on  Paloma,  just 
off  Junipero  Serra  Blvd., 
that  went  with  the  windmill 
there?  (5)  Where  are  the 
wells  that  watered  the  area 
and  are  any  still  in 
operation?  (6)  Who  was  the 
first  Black  family  that 
moved  into  the  neighborhood 
and  (7)  When  was  the 
Ingleside  Inn  torn  down, 
what  did  it  look  like  and  who 
owned  it  then?

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PASTOR  STRESSES  PERSONAL  GROWTH

Rev.  Chester  McCall,  the 
new  pastor  of  Pilgrim 
Community  Church  on 
Randolph  Street,  lives  at 
ease  with  change.  He  grew  to 
maturity  in  changing  times. 

Whether  keeping  office 
hours  in  a  colorful  dashiki, 
meeting  the  community  in  a 
black  suit  with  clerical 
collar,  heavy  crucifix  and 
blond  boots,  or  preaching 
with  a  black  robe  over  his 
lime-green  suit,  Rev.  McCall 
wears  the  new  freedom  of 
dress  with  easy  dignity. 
Whether  discussing  theology 
or  explaining  his  second 
profession  of  Transactional 
Analysis,  he  stresses  the 
importance  of  opening  up  to 
hear  and  discover  and  grow. 

“What  it  means  to  be  a 
Christian,”  he  says, 
“depends  on  the  values  and 
the  political,  social  and 
economic  structure  of  the 
society  and  times  we  have  to 
respond  to.  The  only 
constant  is  God;  everything 
else  changes.” 

The  crucifix  on  his  chest 
marks  the  beginning  and  end 
of  one  quest.  Chester  McCall 
was  a  Catholic  for  his  first 
twelve  years  in  San 
Francisco,  Marin  City  and 
East  Palo  Alto.  Later  he 
worshipped  with  the 
Methodists,  Jehovah’s 
Witnesses,  and  the  church  of 
the  Holy  Sanctifier.  He 


worked  for  the  Salvation 
Army,  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  United 
Church  of  Christ  in  various 
ways  before  choosing  what 
he  calls  “the  liberal  and 
creative  climate”  of  the 
United  Church  of  Christ  and 
finding  his  present 
congregation. 

Recruited  in  1967  as  one  of 
the  first  seven  American 
blacks  to  attend  Southern 
Oregon  College  in  Ashland, 
he  began  as  a  major  in 
drama  and  literature.  He 
played  leading  roles  in 
children’s  plays  and  co¬ 
authored  and  produced  a 
musical  comedy  that  year. 
But  the  black  hero  of  “Slow 
Dance  on  the  Killing 
Ground”  had  to  be  played  by 
a  white  student  on  that 
campus,  where  news  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King’s  death  was  to  bring 


Oregon’s  first  Black  Student 
Union  with  a  membership  of 
about  250  faculty  and 
students,  with  auxiliaries  in 
the  high  schools,  he 
persuaded  one  of  his 
sociology  professors  to  offer 
the  first  Black  Studies 
course. 

Transferring  to  California 
State  University  at  San  Jose 
.in  1969,  he  became  even 
more  actively  involved  with 
social  problems.  At  one  point 
he  was  working  four  hours  a 
day  in  a  day-care  center, 
carrying  18  units  of 
university  courses,  and 
serving  as  foster  parent  for  a 
multi-ethnic  trio  of 
teenagers,  two  having 
problems  with  drugs  or 
alcohol  and  a  third  labeled 
“retarded.”  Each  young 
man’s  increasing  success 
with  his  problems  and 
studies  confirmed  Chester’s 


has  designed  and  directed 
various  youth  programs  and 
coordinated  volunteers  in 
programs  helping  young 
people  prepare  for 
employment  and  providing 
temporary  “crisis  pads”  for 
youth  from  14  to  25  years  of 
age.

He  sees 
his  religious  calling  and  his 
counseling  skills  as 
extending  and  supporting 
each  other,  both  in  serving 
his  congregation  and  in 
private  practice.

until  the  McCalls  are  able  to 
move  into  Pilgrim’s 
attractive  parsonage  in 
OMI. 

When  asked  about  plans 
and  programs  for  the  church 
and  the  neighborhood,  Rev. 
McCall  explains,  “If  I  came 
in  with  my  own  ideas  of 
doing  things  for  people,  they 
would  be  sure  to  turn  out  as 
inappropriate.  I  can  discuss 
people’s  concerns  with  them 
and  try  to  help  them  find 
ways  to  do  what  they  see  to 
be  done.  I’m  not  a  crusader 
or  a  rescuer  or  persecutor, 
but  a  spiritual  realist.” 

While  serving  as  pastor  at 
Pilgrim  Community  Church, 
Rev.  McCall  will  also  devote 
one-fourth  of  his  ministry  to 
developing  a  multicultural 
community  of  worship  and 
appreciation  among  six 
different  ethnic  churches, 
including  First 


Congregational  Church  of 
San  Francisco,  St.  John 
United  Church  of  Christ,  the 
Chinese  Congregational 
Church,  the  First  Samoan 
Congregation,  and  Calvary 
Armenian  United  Church  of 
Christ,  along  with  his  own 
predominantly  Black 
congregation. 

The  28-year-old  minister 
emphasizes  that  our  society 
cannot  hope  to  wipe  out 
problems  like  crime, 
poverty  and  discrimination 
directly.  However,  when 
people  stop  evading 
problems  and  face  them, 
adjusting  themselves  to  the 
realities,  they  can  come 
closer  to  changing  the 
conditions  which  brought 
them  about.

guidelines,  and  an  area 
which  would  benefit  from 
overall  neighborhood 
improvement. 

Taylor  also  said  that  the 
acceptance  of  this  program 
would  not  shut  out  the 
possibility  of  other  programs 
coming  into  the  area. 

“In  fact  the  reverse  might 
be  true,”  he  said.  “In  a  sense 
you  have  your  foot  in  the 
door  for  other  things. 

“The  intent  of  the  program 


would  be  to  upgrade  this 
community,”  he  said, 
adding  that  the  city  planning 
department  would  work 
with  the  OMI-CA  to  decide  on 
some  specific  neighborhood 
improvements  which  could 
be  done  as  part  of  the  city’s 
contribution  to  the  project. 

It  was  agreed  at  the 
meeting  that  all  owners  and 
occupants  in  the  proposed 
target  area  would  be 
contacted  by  letter 
informing  them  of  the 


specifics  of  the  program. 
Roy  Jackson,  president  of 
the  OMI-CA,  said  that  he  did 
not  feel  that  the  OMI-CA 
could  endorse  the  project 
until  at  least  50%  of  the 
residents  in  the!  proposed 
target  area  gave  their 
approval  to  the  idea. 

Any  OMI  resident  wishing 
more  information  about  the 
proposed  project  or  wishing

Who  will  do  what? 


If  the  project  is  begun,  the 
responsibilities  for  each 
organization  or  agency  would  be: 

*  THE  CITY  would  submit  the 
project  application  to  the  state  and 
sign  a  contract  after  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Planning 
Department  staff  and  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Commuinity  Development 
would  work  with  the  OMI  on  an 
overall  planning  and  public 
improvements  program  for  the 
area. 

*  THE  STATE  would  give  final 
approval  to  the  project  and  would 
subsidize  loans  made  by  private 
lending  institutions.  There  would  be 
two  basic  options:  long-term 
financing  for  acquisition  and 
rehabilitation  or  rehabilitation  and 
refinancing  at  7i/2%,  30  years;  or 
shorter  term  rehabilitation  loans  at 
71/2  -  73/4%  interest,  12  years,  with 
a  maximum  amount  of  $10,000  for 


single  family  or  $25,000  for  up  to  5 
units. 

*  THE  OMI-CA  would  serve  as  the 
community  organization  to  oversee 
the  project,  to  see  that  participation 
in  the  program  was  carried  out  on  a 
non-discriminatory  basis  and  to 
prevent  “speculators”  from  buying 
and  rehabilitating  housing  for  their 
personal  gain  as  absentee  landlords. 

*  HOUSING  CONSERVATION 
INSTITUTE  (HCI)  would  assist 
homeowners  in  rehabilitating  their 
properties  by  providing  the 
following  free  services:  (1)  an 
interview  to  determine  the 
homeowner’s  eligibility;  (2)  a 
complete  review  of  the  home’s 
condition  and  recommendations  for 
work  necessary  to  preserve  the 
property;  (3)  assistance  in  obtaining 
bids  from  reliable  contractors;  and 
(4)  assistance  in  arranging  a  home 
improvement  loan.

Association  president  expresses  confidence

Any  revitilization  of  the 
Ocean  Avenue  commercial 
strip  may  depend  heavily  on 
the  leadership  of  Roger 
Miles,  the  newly  elected 
president  of  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Merchants 
Association. 

Originally  from  Seattle, 
Miles,  a  strong-willed  and 
confident  man  has  been  a 
plumbing  and  general 
contractor  in  San  Francisco 
for  about  18  years.  Two 
years  ago  he  purchased  the 
building  at  1417  Ocean  Ave. 
as  the  base  of  operations  for 
his  company,  which 

specializes  in  home 

remodeling,  but  does  jobs 
ranging  from  construction  of 
apartments  to  fixing 

plugged-up  drains. 

Miles  thinks  that  Ocean 
Avenue  is  a  good  location  for 
his  city-wide  business 
because  it  is  close  to  the 
freeway  and  within  a  short 
drive  of  any  area  in  the  city. 
His  buildings,  fronted  by  a 
showroom  of  kitchen  and 
bathroom  displays,  is  one  of 
the  most  attractive  on  the 
street. 

Miles’  personal  confidence 
comes  out  in  simple  terms 
when  he  evaluates  why  his 
business  is  a  success  in  the 
highly  competitive 
construction  field. 

“I’m  good,”  he  says. 
“That’s  the  only  reason  you 
ever  do  well  at  anything. 
You  have  to  do  better  than 
someone  else.” 

In  addition  to  being  a  hard 
worker  and  a  voracious 


reader  of  “anything  I  don’t 
know  anything  about,”  Miles 
is  currently  putting  his 
positive  attitude  to  work  for 
the  merchants  association. 
Although  he  has  a  “varied 
business  background,”  and 
has  formerly  been  active  in

business  organizations,  this 
is  the  first  time  he  has  been 
involved  in  a  merchants 
association. 


“I’m  in  it  because  I’m 
socially  minded,”  he  says. 
“I  don’t  want  to  have  the 
street  go  like  other  streets  in 
the  city  —  streets  where 
people  are  afraid  to  shop  and 
where  shops  have  their 
windows  boarded  up.  That’s 
not  good  for  the  community 
at  large  and  it’s  not  good  for 
the  merchants.” 

His  personal  estimate  is 
that  only  about  20%  of  the 
total  sales  on  Ocean  Avenue 
come  from  nearby  residents. 
Although  much  of  his  own 


catering  to  the  needs  of  the 
OMI  as  well  as  some  group 
advertising,  and  sale  days. 

As  for  the  association,  he 
thinks  the  members  have 
elected  a  “good  group”  to 
serve  as  their  board  of 
directors. 

“We’re  planning  to  do 
whatever  is  possible  to 
improve  the  street,”  he  says. 
“The  first  thing  is  to  get  all 
the  merchants  on  the  street 
to  join.  At  that  point  we  will 
have  the  base  to  accomplish 
things  politically.” 

Miles  wants  the  group  to 
demand  improved  city 
services,  including  better 
maintenance  and  cleaning  of 
the  street,  and  better  police 


phone  call  from  the 
department  telling  him  that 
they  didn’t  think  any 
changes  were  necessary  to 
control  the  traffic. 


Miles  wants  to'  know  what 
information  the  department 
used  to  make  that  decision. 

“The  traffic  count  we  can 
live  with,”  he  says.  “The 
speed  of  the  traffic  we  want 
controlled.”
